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CRUEL HOOLIGANS 
‘KICKED PET LIKE 
IT WAS FOOTBALL’ 

Appeal after youths seen abusing reptile in town park

ANIMAL welfare inspectors are 
appealing for help to find four 
youngsters who kicked a bearded 
dragon around a park in Harlow 
“like a football”. 

A horrified woman called the 
RSPCA when she saw the boys kick¬ 
ing the reptile to each other at Sum¬ 
ners Park near Milwards. 

The animal is thought to have 
been kicked up into the air about 25 
times, up to head height and was left 
paralysed after the attack. 

The RSPCA’s Emily Cheeseman 
said: “The witness saw the bearded 
dragon being kicked up into the air 
and crashing down onto the ground 
head first. It was like they were 
playing keepy-uppy with it. 

Sickening 

“This was a sickening, cowardly 
attack on a defenceless creature. 

“It’s horrible to think that these 
youngsters appear to be getting 
pleasure out of deliberately hurting 
an animal. 

“It’s really important that we find 
the youngsters who did this and 
would urge anyone with inform¬ 
ation to call us.” 

The attack happened about 10pm 
on Sunday, October 4. 

The woman who saw the attack 
stepped in and rescued the injured 
lizard before calling the RSPCA for

help. The bearded dragon was para¬ 
lysed and was rushed straight to a 
vet where it was given pain 
relief. 

She said: “I was walking my g 
dog and I saw them kicking §, 
something and I heard them ▼ 
laughing. I thought it was a 
football or bean bag at first 
then I saw the tail. I walked a 
bit nearer and was ^ 
sickened when I saw it was ', 
an animal. 

“They were kick¬ 
ing it to head height 
and must have kicked 
it at least 25 times. I 
was horrified.” 

The dog walker ran 
over to the youngsters 
and told them to stop before 
taking the bearded dragon home 
where she called the police and 
RSPCA. 

She added: “I wrapped him up, he 
wasn’t able to move his legs or his 
tail. It was about half an hour before 
he opened his eyes.” 

Damage 

An X-ray has revealed that the 
bearded dragon, who has been 
named Bruce by staff, had no 
broken bones although it is possible 
it may have suffered damage to its 
spine as he was unable to move his 
legs or tail immediately after the 
attack.

A 21-year-old man from 
London was arrested on 
suspicion of robbery and drugs 
offences. 

A three-figure sum of cash was 
stolen from the man.

Council to press 
ahead with Kier 
services switch 


Call-in move over the cost of the plans fails

WORK to transfer housing repairs, 
street cleaning and grass cutting ser¬ 
vices to a new company owned by Har¬ 
low Council is back under way 

A decision was made by the Labour- 
run council's cabinet to transfer ser¬ 
vices currently operated by Kier Har¬ 
low Ltd to a Local Authority Trading 
Company in 2017, but was called in for 
scrutiny following complaints from 
Conservative councillors. 

The council's call-in sub-committee 
met on Wednesday to consider the 
decision but decided not to take any 
further action. As a result, work will 
now restart on implementing the cab¬ 
inet's original decision. 

The council's current contract for the 
provision of services by Kier Harlow, 
which started in 2007, expires on Janu¬ 


ary 31, 2017. It provides a range of 
frontline services including housing 
repairs and maintenance, repairs to 
council buildings, street cleaning, 
grass cutting, pest control, stray dog 
collection, repairs and maintenance to 
drainage, gullies and highways owned 
by the district authority. 

An options appraisal was carried out 
by the council, including independent 
reports by consultants, as part of a 
review of the best way to providing 
these services. 

The independent appraisal found an 
LATC represented the best value for 
money while maintaining the quality 
of services. The cost of the services will 
be funded within existing budgets at no 
extra cost to taxpayers, council tenants 
and council leaseholders. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said: 
“Transferring services to a council- 
owned company gives us the flexibility 


to bring services back under our con¬ 
trol while operating commercially. This 
is about making sure frontline services 
are provided well, while our residents 
get value for money. 

“We also need to be in a position and 
have the flexibility to meet the fin¬ 
ancial uncertainties we face in future 
rather than being tied to a long-term 
financial contract.” 

But Conservative deputy leader Joel 
Charles said there was a “lack of evid¬ 
ence” that the move will achieve value 
for money. 

He said: “We did not see a business 
case for the in-house option. This is a 
basic requirement for any new busi¬ 
ness venture. 

“We were also disappointed at the 
lack of detail over how the company 
would be run, such as the total costs of 
the company chairman, and a new 
council director.” 


Deadline for 
town centre 
survey nears 

A SURVEY for residents to have 
their say on the state of Harlow 
town centre will close on 
Tuesday. 

The survey was produced by 
the Save Harlow Town Centre 
campaign group, which was 
launched by Harlow councillor 
Andrew Johnson. 

Cllr Johnson, leader of the 
Conservative group, said: “We 
have been inundated with 
responses both via the Harlow 
Star website using the electronic 
survey and paper surveys. 

“The response has been 
overwhelming and demonstrates 
what I have always known - that 
people in our town care greatly 
for our town.” 

The consultation so far has 
generated more than 250 
responses and will closes at 
midday on Tuesday. 

“I would urge anyone who 
hasn’t yet got in touch to do so,” 
added Cllr Johnson.

Gift charity’s plea for a 
10,000 box storage space 


‘Real and urgent need’ for base to seal and check presents

A CHARITY is appealing for 
new premises to house their 
Christmas present appeal 
after losing half their shop 
space. 

Samaritan’s Purse Opera¬ 
tion Christmas Child collect 
shoeboxes from residents 
filled with gifts, to be distrib¬ 
uted to children in third world 
nations. 

The popular appeal has pre¬ 
viously been well supported 
from their base in West Gate, 
with nearly 40,000 shoeboxes 
exported in 2014. 

But, organisers are fearing 
for the future of the appeal 


locally after losing the use of 
one half of their usual double 
shop front due to changes 
made by the Harvey Centre, 
who own the unit. 

Bob Baker, a Samaritan’s 
Purse volunteer, said: “Pre¬ 
viously we have had two shop 
units where the shoeboxes are 
checked, sealed and placed in 
cartons ready for export. 

Urgent 

“We now only have one and 
there is a real and urgent need 
for the coming 2015 cam¬ 
paign. 

“Any offers of assist to 
provide storage space in a 
warehouse would be grate¬ 
fully received.” 

Storage of around 60 square 


meters is required to place 
10,000 shoeboxes, which 
equates to a lorry load. 

Other requirements are 
that the premises are in the 
Harlow area, available for two 
months from Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 9, are dry and secure and 
can be accessed by a lorry. 

Mr Baker said that prop¬ 
erty owners could benefit 
from allowing Samaritan’s 
Purse to use their space - with 
a reduction in rates as char¬ 
ities are allowed 80 per cent 
relief. The national shoebox 
campaign distributes around 
900,000 presents to parts of 
eastern Europe and Africa 
each year where children may 
not otherwise receive a 
Christmas present. 


The appeal is backed by 
churches and schools in Har¬ 
low and east Hertfordshire. 

The empty shop unit has 
been let to the charity for 
several years on a year-by- 
year basis. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Harvey Centre said: “Oper¬ 
ation Christmas Child is an 
extremely important cause 
and a partnership that is 
important to The Harvey 
Centre. We would welcome a 
discussion with them to 
ensure they have adequate 
space, support and anything 
further they need to continue 
to their work here.”

THE former Marks & Spencer 
store in Harlow will be trans¬ 
formed into eight shops after 
being snapped up by the owners of 
the Harvey Centre. 

Addington Capital, in partner¬ 
ship with the shopping centre 
owners, plan to refurbish and 
redevelop the 60,000 sq ft space, 
which is spilt over three levels. 

“We are delighted that this 
prominent town centre building 
has been acquired by the owners 
of the Harvey Centre and welcome 
their investment,” said Harlow 
councillor Tony Durcan, portfolio 
holder for regeneration and enter¬ 
prise.

The shop in Broad Walk was 
occupied by M&S for more than 40 
years but was closed in January 
because, according to company 
bosses, it was no longer viable. 

Addington want to reconfigure 
the space to provide a variety of

units ranging in size from 1,500 sq 
ft to 30,000 sq ft. They hope the 
first new tenants will move in 
from spring 2016. 

This is the latest deal for the 
centre, which Addington 
acquired in a joint venture in 
March 2011. 

The new £10 million leisure 
development at the shopping 
centre, which will include a six- 
screen cinema is currently being 
constructed and is due to open in 
Christmas next year. 

Alex Wagstaff, partner at

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Father’s anger 
after daughter 
finds canisters 


Laughing gas found by seven-year-old

A CONCERNED father is angry 
that “dangerous” laughing gas 
canisters were dumped near an 
area where his seven-year-old 
daughter plays. 

Sean De Alwis, 48, said his 
daughter Nuala was playing with 
friends of a similar age in Whiel- 
don Grange, Harlow, when they 
discovered a box of nitrous oxide 
canisters in some shrubs. 

The canisters were empty but 
Mr De Alwis is worried about 
what might have happened if they 
were not. 

“I would never have expected 
this in such a quiet area,” he 
said. 

“There were several kids that 
were playing and some of the 
younger ones did not know what 
they were, but my daughter came 
running saying they’d found 
drugs. 

“They showed me the box that 
someone had just dumped in the 
shrubs.” 

“Although the canisters were 
empty, I am concerned at what 
might have been. I’m sure they

could be very dangerous,” he 
added. 

“I know children will always 
provoke each other into doing 
something stupid when they dis¬ 
cover these things. 

“I am feeling annoyed and 
upset. I am angry at whoever left 
them there.” 


Mr De Alwis, a teaching assist¬ 
ant, said he took the box from the 
children and contacted the 
police. 

He was transferred to Envir¬ 
onmental Health but when he dis¬ 
covered the small bottles did not 
contain any gas he was asked to 
dispose of them. 

Nitrous oxide is not illegal to 
possess but can be dangerous, 
making the user lose balance, fall 
unconscious and in some cases 
has been known to be fatal. 

Essex Police has advised 
against use of legal highs and 
recently banned laughing gas 
from being inhaled at Chelms¬ 
ford’s V Festival. 

The police teamed up with 
Essex County Council to run a 
campaign called Just Say N20 to 
warn about the effects of taking 
nitrous oxide. 

Cllr Anne Brown, county coun¬ 
cil cabinet member for communit¬ 
ies and healthy living, said: 
“Legal highs or nitrous oxide can 
result in serious side effects, espe¬ 
cially when combined with alco¬ 
hol. 

“Some contain illegal drugs 
and can lead to serious medical 
emergencies and even death.”

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Free meals 
scrapped 
but pay rise 
is agreed 

COUNTY councillors will soon 
eat their last free supper after 
agreeing to scrap their compli¬ 
mentary meals. 

But, County Hall did com¬ 
pensate for the change by raising 
the yearly allowances of leaders 
and cabinet members as well as 
the basic allowances for all mem¬ 
bers. 

The decision was made after 
an independent report found 
Essex County Council forked out 
£16,000 on free meals for coun¬ 
cillors in 2014/15 and more than 
£25,000 in 2013/14. 

Opposition councillors backed 
the report’s recommendation to 
stop ECC paying for members to 
eat at the County Hall restaurant 
in Chelmsford. 

At present members are 
allowed to dine on approved 
duties, council meetings and 
matters of council business. 

Responding to the report, com¬ 
piled by the Independent Remu¬ 
neration Panel, county council 
leader David Finch, of the ruling 
Conservative group, agreed to 
the terms on condition that basic 
allowances were raised and he, 
as leader, will now have a yearly 
allowance of £54,000. Other cab¬ 
inet members will have allow¬ 
ances ranging from £13,500 to 
£42,000, with the basic allow¬ 
ances set at £12,000 per annum. 

A County Hall spokesman 
said: “The leader will require 
any councillor who is appointed 
to be on an external body to forgo 
any additional allowances. 

“The leader and other mem¬ 
bers are likely to voluntarily 
waive their right to any overall 
increase to their total remuner¬ 
ation package that would oth¬ 
erwise be payable to them under 
the new scheme. 

“Lunches will continue to be 
made available on county coun¬ 
cil meeting days to all council¬ 
lors at their own expense. 

“This will deliver a saving of 
approximately £22,000 per 
annum.” 

However, Mike Mackrory, the 
leader of the rival Liberal Demo¬ 
crat group, said: “The Conser¬ 
vative decision to over-ride the 
recommendations and award 
half their group a pay rise will 
leave most Essex residents with 
a nasty taste in their mouth.”

Other Harlow groups included Hip Hop Pop, 
Harlow Ballet, Makin’ Steps, Phoenix Theatre, 
Live Wire Trust, Harlow Steel Band, BATTS, 
Reiken Karate and All Ability Sports. 

Annette Lidster, chair of trustees at Razed 
Roof, said: “We welcome the invaluable, ongo¬ 
ing support given by the Jack Petchey Found¬ 
ation. Our charity is honoured to have been 
chosen for this prestigious award.”

Chance for public 
to honour soldiers 

Details of where parade will march are released

TROOPS from the Royal Anglian Regiment 
1st Battalion will exercise their Freedom of 
Harlow for the first time next week. 

More than 200 soldiers returning from 
active duty in Afghanistan will march 
through Harlow town centre on Thursday, 
October 22. 

The day will also be a time for Harlow to 
remember resident Private Robert Foster, 
who was tragically killed in Afghanistan 
while serving with the 1st Battalion. 

Councillor Tony Hall, chairman of Har¬ 
low Council, said: “I hope as many people 
as possible line the route to thank and 
cheer our troops for their bravery and 
service and welcome them home, but also 
to remember Robert Foster and those 
troops who are no longer with us.” 


This will be the first time the Regiment 
has exercised the Freedom of the Town 
since it was granted by Harlow Council in 
September 2012. 

The last soldiers from the 1st Battalion 
known as ‘The Vikings’ returned home 
from Kabul on 19 August 2015 after the 
conclusion of their deployment on Oper¬ 
ation Toral. 

After leave the soldiers will be celeb¬ 
rating their homecoming with three 
parades in the Battalion's counties. These 
are St Neots on October 20, Norwich on 
October 21, and Harlow on October 22. 

Afghanistan 

Since the turn of the century, the group 
has served in Afghanistan five times, in 
2002, 2007, 2009, 2012 and 2015. They also 
served in Iraq in 2005. 

Before the middle-eastern assaults the 


battalion has served in Bosnia, Croatia, 
Northern Ireland and Belize. 

While on their tour of Afghanistan the 
troops were deployed to provide security to 
UK and NATO troops, in a non-combat 
role. 

The council is urging as many people as 
possible to show their pride in the troops 
and celebrate their homecoming. 

Cllr Hall added: “This will be an import¬ 
ant occasion for Harlow and at a time when 
the soldiers have just returned home from 
active service.” 

About 250 troops are expected to march 
from Post Office Road, through Broad Walk 
to the Civic Centre where they will be 
inspected. 

The march will be the second group of 
soldiers to pass through Harlow in recent 
years after the Essex Yeomanry exercised 
its right in April 2009. 


Parade road closures

■ The Regiment will begin their 
march from the post office car park 
at 12.30pm. 

■ The walk will move along through 
the Broad Walk, past the library and 
onto the Water Gardens. 

■ Soldiers will take part in a parade 
and inspection once they reach the 
Water Gardens - which will be the 
climax to the march. 

■ Harlow Council is encouraging 
visitors but have warned large 
numbers of people are expected to 
attend. Visitors are encouraged to 
line the whole route. 

■ Some roads will be closed in the 
town centre and motorists are 
encouraged to be mindful of any 
possible delays. 

■ College Square will be closed 
from 9am - 5pm and roads will be 
closed in Post Office Road and East 
Gate. 

■ Post Office Road car park will be 
closed to the public from 6pm on 
Wednesday, October 21 until 1pm 
on Thursday, October 22. Disabled 
parking outside Adams House and 
East Gate will be suspended from 
8am to 2pm. All other town centre 
car parks will be open. 

■ Small delays are expected for bus 
passengers - with access to the bus 
station restricted.

Charity goal 
of mum with 
rare disorder 


Former nurse wants to raise awareness

A MOTHER battling a rare medical disorder 
is hoping to turn the foundation she set up 
into a registered charity. 

Mum-of-two Gemma Holtby, 33, of Potter 
Street, Harlow, was diagnosed in 2012 with 
very long-chain acyl-CoA dehydrogenase 
deficiency, or VLCAD for short. 

It means her body is prevented from from 
converting certain fats to energy, partic¬ 
ularly during periods without food. Symp¬ 
toms of VLCAD deficiency include low blood 
sugar, lack of energy and muscle weakness. 

Some people with the condition, which is 
hereditary, are also at risk from complic¬ 
ations such as liver abnormalities and heart 
problems. 

Signs of VLCAD usually appear during 
infancy or early childhood but Gemma was 
not diagnosed until later in life. As a result 
she has had to give up her job as a nurse and 
now needs to use a wheelchair when she goes 
out. 

“I hate not being able to do my job any 
more,” she said, “Living with this disorder 
can be very lonely and while I have my 
family to support me it is good to be in 


contact with other sufferers of VLCAD.” 

Shortly after her diagnosis she started up 
a Facebook page as part of an appeal to find 
fellow sufferers and was quickly put in 
contact with Laura Linford, whose son Jack 
died last year from VLCAD. 

Together, Gemma and Laura set up The 
Metabolic Foundation earlier this year and 
are now working hard to raise awareness of 
the disorder and also support other people 
affected by it. Their next goal is to turn it 
into a registered charity.

“It is has been good to find someone who 
has been affected by the same condition,” 
said Gemma. “Laura and I have grown really 
close. 

“We have had a great response to the 
foundation and people from America and 
China have been in touch. We have given 
them the support they need. 

“Recently we held an online fundraising 
push in association with Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge, which helps treat 
VLCAD, and we raised £300.” 

“I hope that we can become a charity to 
spread the message further,” added

LONG-SERVING fundraiser Pat Prior 
donned a hard hat when she helped 
demolish two dilapidated sheds at St 
Clare Hospice at the start of work to 
construct new office accommodation 
and storage space. 

Following rapid growth in services 
over the past four years, and a threefold 
increase in the number of people being 
cared for, the Hastingwood-based hos¬ 
pice was granted permission to replace 
the sheds at the rear of its site with a 
two-storey building. 

Pat was joined by St Clare chief exec¬ 
utive Tanya Curry and Bob Weston, 
chief executive of Weston Homes which 
has been appointed to undertake the 
construction project, to start the demoli¬ 
tion work. 

“The sheds were only ever meant to be 
temporary but they've been in use for 
almost 20 years and are now no longer fit 
for purpose so the demolition was long 
overdue,” said Pat. 

“Although it was nerve-wracking to 
get behind the controls of the digger, it 
was extremely satisfying to finally see 
them go to make way for the new build¬ 
ing.” 

Mr Weston added: “The demolition of 
the sheds, marks the beginning of an 
exciting process to build the new facil¬ 
ities for St Clare Hospice and it is fant¬ 
astic to see the works under way at the 
site. 


“St Clare Hospice do such important 
work for the local community and I am 
proud to be able to support them in this 
endeavour.” 

The new facilities will mean St Clare 


will be able to free up space in its main 
building for its expanding community, 
day therapy and family support teams as 
well as bring its retail team back on site 
from rented accommodation. 


The building will have space to store 
clinical equipment and fundraising 
resources on the ground floor as well as 
dedicated facilities for the maintenance 
and gardening teams, while the upper 
floor will provide an open plan office for 
some of the hospice’s essential support 
and administrative staff. 

The car park is also being expanded to 
create additional spaces, along with 
extra disabled bays closer to the site 
entrance. 

Construction is due to be completed in 
the spring.

IF you have seen any of the Ice Age films 
you will know what a woolly mammoth 
looks like. They are a large elephant-type 
animal that lived many thousands of 
years ago. 

Now the bones of one of these 
magnificent creatures have been 
found on a farm in America. Farmer 
Jim Bristle was carrying out some 
building work on his land when he 
made the exciting 
discovery. 

Experts from 
the University 
of Michigan 
were called in 
to dig up what 
remains of the 
animal’s skeleton. 

This included the 
skull and two tusks 
as well as number of 
ribs and both shoulder blades. 

It is believed the bones are from 
an adult male mammoth which 
lived between 12,000 and 15,000 
years ago. 

Mammoths, which were covered in 
thick hair to help them survive freezing 
conditions during the Ice Age and massive 
tusks which they used to defend themselves, 


once roamed the wide open spaces of 
North America before they became extinct. 
Farmer Jim’s find has captured the 
imagination of local residents 
and hundreds of people 
have been to visit the farm 
to see the excavation. 
“I’m just so glad to 
see the enthusiasm 
and it’s not just 
from the kids,” he 
said. “The adults 
who come out 
here are 
overwhelmed 
by this. I guess 
I’m a bit 
overwhelmed 
by it also.” 
He has 
donated 
the bones to a 
museum 
where they will be 
studied and put 
on display. 
“A lot of people will 
benefit from being 
able to see this 
mammoth for many 
years to come,” he told reporters.

PANCREATIC cancer patients 
and their families are getting 
help from a new support service 
at Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

The Harlow hospital will 
provide sufferers with specialist 
nurses, dieticians, oncology 
doctors as well as supportive 
staff to talk to and financial aid.

Charity events help to buy revolutionary device

A REVOLUTIONARY piece of equipment 
is providing a crucial service at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital thanks to the fundrais¬ 
ing efforts of two mums. 

Acuvein has been installed in the chil¬ 
dren’s Dolphin Ward of the Hamstel Road 
hospital, and it will be particularly useful 
for treating younger patients, who can find 
invasive procedures stressful and upset¬ 
ting. 

Sometimes it can be difficult for a doctor 
to pin-point a vein, but the new equipment 
helps speed up the procedure by identi¬ 
fying suitable veins more quickly. 

Sara Evans, of Old Harlow, and Denise 
Handleigh, of Bush Fair, raised almost 
£5,000 through a range of events that have 
included a curry evening and quiz night, to 
buy the Acuvein. 

Both mums have children who have 
struggled with having injections while on 
the Dolphin Ward and feel the new equip¬ 
ment could be a great aid. 

Sara’s five-year-old daughter Evie has 
Downs Syndrome and has difficulty coping 
being injected. 

“Evie had so many injections and can¬ 
nulas when she was treated on the Dolphin 
Ward that I would have done anything to 
make it easier for her,” said Sara. 

“I heard about the Acuvein and told my 
friend Denise about it, and we decided 
there and then to start fundraising. 

“We think this equipment is amazing 


and we are delighted to see it being used on 
the ward.” 

Denise became involved after her son 
Stanley was also treated on the ward. 

She felt a need to make a stint in hospital 
an easier experience for more young 
people. 

“It is incredible how this equipment can 
be used to show up my veins so clearly,” 
said Denise. 

“It would have been great if this equip¬ 
ment was available when Stanley was at 
the hospital.” 


She added: “I’d love to purchase another 
one of these machines, or something sim¬ 
ilar, for the neonatal unit. 

“Perhaps we’ve found our next fundrais¬ 
ing challenge.” 

Denise and Sara have not formally 
announced a new campaign, but still have 
their online fundraising page remains 
open for any donations to the hospital or 
future projects.

PPOSITES attract in a new exhibition 
that brings artists of different styles and 
backgrounds together to celebrate Essex. 

Harlow sculptor Amanda Westbury has joined 
up with Elaine Tribley for Routed Through Essex 
which takes over the Gibberd Gallery this month. 

“Routed Through Essex was a catalyst for us 
getting together,” said Elaine. 

“We both work in quite different ways. I’m very 
focused on 2D design and sculpture whereas 
Amanda creates larger 3D pieces. 

“It has been an interesting collaboration that 
has taken us the best part of the year to complete. 

The pair will join three other local odd-couples 
in Jon Lewis and Janette Lazell, Hannah Stageman 
and Cara Jean Flynn and Lisa Temple-Cox and 
David Watkins. 

It is rare for artists to work in pairs in this 
fashion which is why the Essex Network of Artist’s 
Studios came up with the idea. 

The result is an interesting and quirky 
collection of work that fuses a wide variety of art 
forms found around the county. 

Elaine, who is based in Chelmsford, said she met 
Amanda in Ongar to work on the exhibition, and 
the town became their inspiration. 

Elaine and Amanda have crossed paths before, 
but this is the first large scale collaboration they 
have attempted. 

For Elaine, it is the first time she has seriously 
worked with another artist at all. 

“ENAS organised the collection and asked 
artists to collaborate with artists from different 
studios, and as me and Amanda know each other it 
seemed a logical choice. 

“She works in Gatehouse Studios in Harlow and 
I’m based in Hive Studios in Chelmsford, but we 
were attracted to Ongar.

“We were fascinated by how the history of the 
town blends in with the modern culture as it’s one 
of the places The Only Way is Essex is filmed.” 

After setting up their base, the pair then set to 
work on a collection of exhibits on themes inspired 
by what they found in Ongar. 

Under the project name of Rich Tea, Elaine and 
Amanda’s collaboration is equally fuelled by 
Ongar of the past and the present. 

“We took an interest in souvenirs,” said Elaine. 

“We looked at how the concept of souvenirs has 
changed over the years into mass production. 

“What we wanted to do was create a souvenir for 
Ongar, something that reflected the past with 
works based on local characters and hidden 
histories. 



“Equally we wanted the work to reflect the 
Ongar culture of present that we identified to 
involve a lot of sitting down, socialising and 
drinking tea.” 

Elaine added Rich Tea by name is also rich tea 
by nature with the artists making their own tea 
bags in memory of Ongar legends. 

Among those remembered is Father Thomas 
Byles, who was a priest in Ongar before famously 
remaining on board the sinking Titanic to give last 
confessions. 

His flavour tea contains the essence of 
cardamom, according to Elaine. 

However, the project is not just a piece of cake 
(and tea) with long, painstaking efforts put in to 
perfect their vision for what an Ongar souvenir 
would look like. 

The result of their collaborative work, which 
began in early 2015, is a number of items of 
memorabilia that perfectly sum-up the town. 

Elaine said she is particularly fond of a silver 
tea-set created with a nod to the coffee shop 


culture of the present town. 

Alongside the Ongar memoirs sit a large 
collection of work in a huge variety of forms. 

Routed Through Essex also includes 
photography, sketches, modern media techniques 
and traditional paintings. 

Be sure to keep an eye out for the works of David 
Watkins and Lisa Temple-Cox whose collection 
‘Connections and Tensions’ invites visitors to 
consider the impact of where people live in Essex 
through 3D installations. 

Meanwhile Hannah Stageman and Cara-Jean 
Flynn took inspiration from walks around Epping 
Forest. The spirit, history and destruction of the 
forest are all combined feelings channelled into a 
very modern take on woodwork design. 

Jon Lewis and Janette Lazell combined their 
efforts to create Cloud - a journey though light and 
colour that is brought to life through impressive 
glass structures. The huge composition is made up 
of 1,000 individual shapes suspended in close 
proximity and lit from within. The transparent 
and reflective surfaces of the shapes disperse light 
to create an atmospheric cloud like form.

Directed and choreographed by 
former Bolshoi Theatre Dancer, 
Konstantin Uralsky, the impressive 
ensemble of dancers will be backed 
up by a live 30-piece orchestra. 

Company chief executive Alexej 
Ignatow said the audience is in for a 
treat when a Christmas classic comes 
to town. 

“The ballet is very well suited to 
Harlow and we always get a full 
house,” he said. 

“It is a joy to perform there.” 

“Tickets are already going fast as 
everybody wants to be a part of the 
experience,” he added. 

With a single performance on 
Thursday, October 22, an air of 
exclusivity will add to the must-see 
appeal of the show. 

Anyone fortunate to have a ticket 
can appreciate being one of a small 
number who will ever see such a 
complete performance in the town. 

Based on The Nutcracker and the 
Mouseking, a story written by ETA 
Hoffman, the Christmas ballet is one 
of Tchaikovsky’s most famous 


compositions. 

It tells the story of Marie, a sad 
little girl, whose godfather 
Drosselmeyer gives her a nutcracker 
doll as a present on Christmas Eve 
which turns into a prince. 

Since The Nutcracker was written 
in 1892 it has been performed all over 
the world, and is perhaps the best 
known ballet on the circuit. 

Alexej said the familiarity of the 
ballet only adds to its appeal. 

“Everybody who comes to see the 
ballet already knows the story,” said 
the 35-year-old. 

“It is a magical tale and puts you 
right into the Christmas spirit. 

“I think the audience are going to 
love it, especially as this will be the 
first performance with an orchestra 
we’ve done in Harlow,” added Alexej. 

While the company has staged 
ballets at Harlow Playhouse before, 
this will be the first time a live 
orchestra have accompanied the 
dancing. 

The highly accessible list of songs 
includes classics such as The Spanish 
Dance, The Arabian Dance, The 
Waltz of Flowers, The Russian Dance, 
The Chinese Dance and The Dance of 
the Sugar Plum Fairy. 

Alexej said: “While it’s a story that 
you may have seen performed before 
- with the orchestra it will be a 


completely new experience. 

“It’s completely different without 
the orchestra and it is never just the 
same with a tape. 

“The live music is amazing and 
really brings the show to life.” 

While the tale is more than 120 
years old, the breath taking dancing 
and stunning orchestral numbers 
help to make it as spell-binding today 
as it was when it was first performed. 

Alexej feels that having a Russian 
cast also gives the play an 
authenticity with performances that 
can be reproduced but never 
matched. 

“This time of year is very busy for 
the company, and we all have very 
busy schedules. 

“We have dancers coming over 
from Russia for a few shows before 
going back home.” 

The Canterbury-based company 
has been touring all over the UK for 
the past few weeks and will continue 
throughout the remainder of the year. 

They have also been performing 
Don Quixote and Swan Lake as well 
as The Nutcracker. 

“It is easy to change from one to 
the other as the dancers know all 
three shows so well,” said Alexej, 

“There is no danger of getting 
mixed up,” he laughs. 


Despite having lived in the UK for 
eight years, Alexej has lost nothing of 
his passion for Russian culture, 
which he can only describe as “the 
best”. 

He also oversees the opera part of 
the company, which has already been 
to Harlow this season. 

Verdi’s La Traviata was performed 
in September, and despite The 
Playhouse audiences being more 
accustomed to tribute rock bands and 
pantomimes, the opera went down a 
storm. 

“One of the reasons I’m so 
confident about the ballet is because 
the opera went so well in Harlow,” he 
said of their debut performance at 
the Playhouse. 

“The opera was received amazingly 
and it was a great performance. 

“But now the time has come to 
turn our attention to ballet and I 
can’t wait for the Harlow audiences 
to see The Nutcracker. 

“I’m sure they will love it.”

Feisty rebels with a cause

ore than 100 years after activist 
Emily Wilding Davison drew 
global attention to women’s 
suffrage by dying beneath the 
hooves of King George V’s horse at 
the Epsom Derby, Sarah Gavron’s 
awards-tipped drama pays tribute to some of 
the trailblazers who laid their lives on the line 
in the name of equality. 

Davison is a peripheral character in 
Suffragette and her shocking act of 
self-sacrifice is relegated to the denouement of 
Abi Morgan’s script, which chooses to view 
the rebellion through the tear-stained eyes of a 
fictional heroine. 

Historical fact and impassioned dramatic 
licence are awkward bedfellows. 

The latter delivers the most emotional 
wallops as female protagonists suffer physical 
and mental abuse for daring to stand up for 
their beliefs. 

Prison scenes are grim, but it’s one simple 
domestic scene of a family torn apart behind 
closed doors which really cuts to the bone. 

Carey Mulligan is destined for a Best 
Actress nomination at next year’s Academy 


Awards for her gut-wrenching portrayal of a 
mother who loses everything she holds dear - 
because she absolutely refuses to walk in a 
man’s shadow. 

The London-born actress bares her soul for 
the emotionally demanding role, flanked by 
impressive supporting turns from Anne-Marie 
Duff and Helena Bonham Carter. 

In 1912 London, Maud Watts (Mulligan) 
works long hours in a laundry with her 
husband Sonny (Ben Whishaw), under the 
glare of manager Norman Taylor (Geoff Bell). 

Women earn less than men and are denied 
the vote, which rankles some of the workforce 
including outspoken mother Violet Miller 
(Duff). 

She encourages Maud to join the suffragette 
movement and speak up against this injustice 
at a parliamentary panel hosted by David 
Lloyd George (Adrian Schiller). 

Alas, MPs refuse to honour a voting-rights 
bill amendment, so Emmeline Pankhurst 
(Meryl Streep) stirs her troops into direct 
action. 

“I would rather be a rebel than a slave,” she 
bellows to loyal lieutenants including 
pharmacist Edith Ellyn (Bonham Carter) and 
Emily Wilding Davison (Natalie Press). 

For all its narrative restraint, Gavron’s 
picture still moves and energises, reminding 
us that the fight for basic human rights 
continues to rage in progressive societies 
around the world.

HERE’S only so long you can talk, 
in everyday life, about how much 
cinnamon you like in your buns 
before someone’s like, ‘OK, 
enough’,” says Frances Quinn with 

a laugh. 

The former Joules designer is giddily 
recalling the joy of spending a summer in 
the Great British Bake Off tent, nattering 
with her fellow bakers, who were all as 
obsessed with ingredients as she is. 

Despite weekly digs from judges Paul 
Hollywood and Mary Berry for going all out 
on style, sometimes at the expense of 
substance, Quinn still claimed the Bake Off 
crown in 2013, and since then has created a 
slew of tasty public masterpieces - 
including piano shortbread for Jools 
Holland, a giant Club biscuit surrounded 
with sweet Bombay mix for indie band 
Bombay Bicycle Club, and even a 
cheesecake inspired by Matisse. 

Now, finally, the 33-year-old is releasing 
her first book, aptly named Quintessential 
Baking and packed full of cakes and sweet 
treats. 

“I suppose the book is like my baking: 
that mix of baking and design, so the 
ingredients are as important as the ideas,” 
she says. 

Born in Northampton, Quinn was baking 
by age five, and spent hours in her father’s 
bookshop in Market Harborough - where 
she still lives - pouring over Quentin 
Blake’s illustrations and Roald Dahl’s 
fantastical tales (“That stuff really did 
capture my imagination”). 

It wasn’t until she began working at 
Joules as a childrenswear designer, that 
making cakes for friends turned into 
blogging about cakes, and then one 
particular bake - a secret squirrel cake 
made for a very pregnant colleague - had 
the entire office clamouring for her to sign 
up for Bake Off. 

“Everyone was like, ‘Oh my God!’, when I 
cut into that cake and there was a squirrel 
inside it. That was where it took a real 
creative slant,” she remembers. “It’s just 
snowballed from there.” 

Quintessential Baking is, of course, 
unapologetically heavy on the design front. 

“I think that was the thing with ‘style 
over substance’,” Quinn says ruefully. “If I 
had gone, ‘OK, I’m going to completely

ignore the design and the creative part of 
my brain’, I always thought I may as well 
have left the Bake Off tent, because I 
wouldn’t have been being true to myself as a 
baker.” 

Nothing compares to the levels of stress 
she experienced in the Bake Off tent. 

“It was literally pandemonium, it was just 
insane,” she recalls. “The tent is just 
mocked up, so the floor is really bumpy and 
bouncy because you’d got so many camera 
guys running around. 

“I remember when we were doing egg 
custard tarts, the floor was literally a 
bouncy castle!” 

COFFEE SHOT 'CUP' CAKES 
(MAKES 12 CAKES) 

3tbsp instant coffee 
3tbsp boiling water 
3tbsp whole milk 
150g butter 

150g light muscovado sugar 
3 eggs 

150g self-raising flour 


150g walnuts, toasted and chopped 

For the coffee syrup: 

1/2tbsp instant coffee 
50ml boiling water 
50g caster sugar 
1/2tbsp coffee liqueur 

For the topping: 

250g mascarpone 
Few drops of vanilla extract 
50g icing sugar 
Dash of milk or cream 
Cocoa powder (to decorate) 

Preheat the oven to 180C/Gas 4. Line a 
12-hole muffin tin with espresso-sized paper 
cups. 

Mix the coffee with the hot water, then stir in 
the milk. Set aside to cool. 

Beat the butter and sugar together until very 
light and creamy . The mixture will turn from 
a rich toffee brown, to a pale cafe-au-lait 
shade. 

Beat the eggs together and gradually add 
to the creamed butter and sugar mixture, 
beating well after each addition. Sift in the 
flour and fold until just combined, then stir in 
the chopped walnuts. 

Spoon the mixture into the paper cups and 
bake for 15-20 minutes. 

While the cakes bake, make the syrup. Put 
the coffee in a small pan, add the boiling 
water and stir to dissolve the granules. Stir in 
the sugar. 

Set the pan over a medium heat and bring 
to the boil. Reduce the heat and simmer 
gently for a few minutes or until the sugar is 
completely dissolved and you are left with a 
runny syrup. Remove from the heat and stir 
in the liqueur, if using. 

Once the cakes are baked, remove from 
the oven and leave to cool in the tin for five 
minutes. 

During this time, prick them all over with a 
cocktail stick and brush over the coffee 
syrup using a paint or pastry brush. 

Remove the cakes from the tin, still in their 
cups, and leave to cool completely on a wire 
rack. 

Beat the mascarpone, vanilla and icing 
sugar together until creamy, adding a dash of 
milk or cream if necessary. Spoon some on 
to each cake and decorate with cocoa.

BATH City refused to let Hawks 
fans in with their Second World 
War air raid siren and drum for 
Tuesday’s replay because it 
constituted a health and safety 
risk. 

The intrepid Harlow duo who 
are nicknamed ‘Mad AT and 
‘Buddha’ (pictured above) travel 
to most Harlow Town matches. 

The air raid siren was actually 
featured in football magazine 
FourFourTwo this month when 
one clever scribe said Harlow’s 
record-breaking goalscorer Alex 
Read had set the air raid siren 
off ‘more times than the 
Luftwaffe’. 

The air raid siren has been a 
familiar noise at Harlow 
matches, both home and away, 
for several years, usually blasted 
into action when the Hawks 
score a goal. 

But Bath officials would not 
allow the siren and drum in and 
warned Harlow fans beforehand. 

It was not the first time the 
pair have been told they cannot 
bring them into a ground. 

Hawks boss Danny Chapman 
said: “We make a lot of noise and 
90 per cent of the time our fans 
out sing the others and make all 
the noise. 

Health and safety 

“Maybe that was why they 
would not let them bring in the 
air raid siren. 

“They said it was a health and 
safety issue, but I don’t know 
how that’s health and safety. 

“The supporters took it all the 
way up there. That was 
disappointing.” 

Bath City FC chairman Paul 
Williams said: “It was a decision 
taken by our safety officer Mr 
Morgan.” 

The other sour point was the 
referee’s decision to ask one of 
the Harlow Town FC youth team 
players to leave the dug out. 

The youngster had been 
allowed to travel up with the 
team coach, but was sent to the 
stands by the match official as 
he was too young to stand with 
the manager. 

The draws have taken place for 
two other cup competitions 
Hawks are still involved in. 

Chapmen’s men will visit 
Vanarama National South side 
Concord Rangers in the third 
round of the Essex Senior Cup in 
mid-November. 

Harlow’s reward for beating 
Ware in the FA Trophy is a trip 
to Ryman Premier Division side 
Merstham, based in Surrey, in 
the first round qualifying on 
Saturday October 31. 

Harlow are back in Ryman 
North action with two home 
matches, against Dereham Town 
this Saturday and on Tuesday 
they host Thamesmead Town.
